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rising of the first curtain, won round after round of applause 
by his or her clever acting. 

The characterization of Anthony, Lord Crackenthorpe, by 
Frank Ackerman, was excellent, showing careful study and an 
attention to details. 

Miss Geneva Cryderman, as Peggy O’Mara, and William 
Coffin, as Jimmy Keppel were entirely at home on the stage 
and gave a most life-like presentation of their parts. 

Aster Moore, as the unwilling hostess and worried mother, 
was duly dignified and reserved, while the part of Mrs. O’Mara 
was cleverly carried out by Esther Hansberry, who had the 
real Irish idea of a proper courtship.

War Work 


Beeanse of the war conditions durmg the past year, many 
organizations for war work and relief have been organized all 
over the country. The schools have been asked to help in 
many ways and our school has helped whenever called upon. 
A considerable share of the work done by the girls has been 
done through the domestic science department, while the boys 
have worked through the manual training department. 

One of the chief organizations in our school has been the 
Junior Red Cross, which was reorganized at the beginning of 
the second semester with an enrollment of thirty-nine and all 
have done a great deal of work. During the year requests 
have been made for property bags, pillows, hospital pajama 
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suits, and baby bonnets, and each time the Union High school 
has filled its quota. In addition to this, the boys, under the 
supervision of Mr. Gaston, packed and shipped a large quantity 
of sphgnum moss. 

During the United War Work Campaign the Victory Boys 
and Victory Girls were organized. The boys and girls togeth- 
er pledged and paid $66.00 toward this work. 

When the drive for Armenian and Syrian Relief came, 
£64.90 was raised in the school. 


Freshie Reception 


The first party of the season was the annual reception for 
the Freshies, given by the Student Body on Friday, December 
15th, in the school gymnasium. The program was directed 
by Mrs. Davidson, Miss Leeper and Miss Aster Moore.

It was in the morning of the first day of the new fall term 
of school, as I learned later, when I was placed on a desk in a 
large room.
